for Ex pe rt Ac c ounta nts . 
Newcastle, Ind., Dec. 11.—Expert 
accountants will in all probability be 
employed by the county commission­ 
ers to audit the books of Henry coun­ 
ty. 
Men have been recommended for 
the work by the nonpartisan board ap­ 
pointed by the commissioners to form­ 
ulate plans for the investigation. 
The report of the nonpartisan com­ 
mittee is now before the commission­ 
ers, and it is expected that a contract 
will be entered into before the board 
closes its December meeting. The com­ 
mittee recommends that the experts 
be employed by the day, ten hours to 
constitute a day’s work, and that the 
pay be $10 a day for each man em­ 
ployed. 
The contract, which awaits 
the signatures of the commissioners, 
is closely drawn In every way and 
protects the county in every phase. 
The committee recommends that the 
investigation extend back to 1891, cov­ 
ering the time of the fee and salary 
law, and include all of the county offi­ 
cers except the present incumbents. 
It is estimated that a thorough job 
will req uire about $2,500, and as the 
county 
council 
only 
appropriated 
$1,000 for the work, the committee 
recommends that the council be called 
in session and arrangements made 
for 
more money.

country ’s natural resources, and em­ 
p hasizing the imp ortance of such co­ 
op eration to the end that the p rosp er­ 
ity and p erp etuity of the nation may 
be assured. 
At the last day ’s confer­ 
ence between President Roosevelt's 
national 
conservation 
commission, 
leaders in commerce and industry , law­ 
makers, governors, senators and rep ­ 
resentatives, in p ledging their sup p ort 
to every p hase of the conservation 
p roblem, furnished a climax to one of 
the most eventful gatherings ever held 
in this country . The conference heard 
addresses 
from 
Andrew 
Carnegie, 
Governors Woodruff of Connecticut. 
Ansel of South Carolina, Broward of 
Florida, Deneen of Illinois, former 
Governor Blanchard (of Louisiana and 
other distinguished men. 
The joint conference through a com­ 
mittee on resolutions, summed up its 
deliberations and gave hearty ap p rov­ 
al to the work and p rincip les of the 
commission. 
The necessity for such 
laws as may be necessary to extend 
co-op eration was strongly urged and 
the p olicy of sep arate disp osal of the 
surface, timber and mineral rights re­ 
maining on p ublic lands was com­ 
mended. 
The conference ap p roved 
the disp osal of mineral rights by lease 
only and the disp osal of timber rights 
only under conditions insuring p rop er 
cutting and logging. 
The p olicies up on which p articular 
emp hasis was laid were: 
That all 
uses of the waters and all p ortions of 
each waterway shall be treated as 
interrelated; legislation for the devel 
op ment of waterway s for navigation, 
water sup p ly and other interstate uses, 
p referably by federal ap p rop riation, 
otherwise by issue of bonds; more sci 
entific research as to the extent of the 
nation’s resources; the maintenance 
of a national conservation commission 
emp owered to co-op erate with state 
commissions. 
A resolution was adop ted p roviding 
for the ap p ointment of a joint com­ 
mittee of six members of state com­ 
missions and three members of the 
national commission to p rep are a p lan 
for concerted action by all concerned 
with the conservation of natural re­ 
sources.
